Dear Madam: 

In view of the terrible contlict of the 
past few weeks the demands on the Red 
Cross Society are becoming each day more 
serious. At the outset of the present 
fighting, the Head Office cabled England 
as follows: 

Hogdetts, London, 

“ Executive Committee met today, In- 
atructed me to cable you not to let 
wounded suffer for lack of anything we 
ean provide.”’ 

MARSHALL, March 25th. 

It was felt that this cable expressed the 
sentiments of the Canadian people, and 
that whatever demands the Red Cross 
may have to meet, the women of Canada 
would be ready to rise to the emergency. 

In view of the seriousness of the situa- 
tiow, a special appeal is issued to Red 
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place where Canadian soldiers are 
on leave, the Red Triangle is there 
situate to do that great preventive 
work of conserving the health and 
morals of the boys as well as pro- 
vide diverse means of recreation. 


A RETURNED SOLDIER WRITES OF 
THE Y. M. C. A. 

| Writing to E. G. Phillips, Secre- 
tary of the Military Y. M. C. A. in 
the Victoria Park Barracks at Cal- 
gary, one of the men who has done 
his bit ‘‘ over there’’ says: 

Dear Mr. Philips: 

Having served with the 49th Batt. 
Overseas for a period of some two years, 
I feel that I would like to express my 
appreciation of the good work done by 
the Y. M.C. A. behind the lines, and 
more especially of the advanced position 
on the firing line where every effort is 
made to give comfort and attention to 
the troops as far as permitted by the 
difficult problems of transportation. The 
Y. M. C. A. man is looked upon as bro- 
ther and friend, and the little hut with 
the Red Triangle is the nearest approach 
to home for the lonely Canuck on the 
Western battlefront. It is the general 
opinion of the boys out there in the line, 
that if any cause is worth supporting, it 
isthe Y. M,C. A. The life on the front 
would be unbearable if not for the uplift 
given by the ‘ Y.’’ If you appreciate 
the work of the men that held the line at 
Ypres, then assist them to maintain the 
influences that inspire them to such 
deeds.
